Each day, U-High students trust the bulk 
of their schoolworlk to less than eighty 
square inches of technology: a netbook. 

Students were each given their own net- 
book to start the 2010-2011 school year as 
part of a technology initiative being con¬ 
ducted at U-High. 

Principal Hill said his goal for creating the 
initiative was to help students easily manage 
their school work. 

“The idea was to increase efficiency and 
encourage better organizational skills to 
prepare for the future,” Dr. Hill said. 

The netbooks have been integrated into 
nearly all the classroom environments. From 
the tech classes to foreign languages, stu¬ 
dents have been powering up and plugging 
in at the start of each hour. 

Programs on the netbooks aid classes in 
many different ways. Teachers have dis¬ 
covered interesting ways to utilize the same 
program to serve several different needs. 
Many students use OneNote simply to take 
notes, however, other uses have been found 
for this program. 

Freshman history teacher Kate Pole said, 
“1 use OneNote in class to show maps on the 
board allowing me to interactively write on 
it while teaching.” 

Pole said there are some positive and 
negative uses of the netbooks in class. 


didn’t share Pole’s concern about being on 
task in class. 

Damall said, “1 think a certain sense of 
ownership is keeping students on task in 
class, as opposed to last year when the com¬ 
puters weren’t really ours.” 

Students are also finding netbooks to be 
helpful at home. 

Junior Rachel Berg said having a netbook 
keeps all of her notes and work together in 
one place. 

“My netbook really helps to keep me 
organized. Oh, and his name is Tony,” Berg 
said. 

Senior Taihla Eddins said her netbook is 
very useful, especially in her AP Spanish 
class. 

“AP Spanish has a lot of out-of-class 
work, much of which requires a computer,” 
Eddins said. “Having a netbook makes it 
easy to complete all of the assignments. 
Blackboard quizzes, and listening exercises 
whenever I need to, I have a busy schedule, 
and the computer helps me to finish every¬ 
thing on my own time.” 

This new initiative has been filled with a 
number of technological glitches anjd errors 
but Instructional Technology Coordinator, 
Jim Kurz, and the students at the help desk 
have been busy at work to remedy these 
problems.

When the search was over, the athletic adminis- 

tion named Jim Collins, former coach at Normal 
West High School, as the new head coach. 

Coach Jim Collins said the transition has gone 
pretty smoothly. 

“I think the transition has gone well. I was an 
assistant coach at U-High for three years with 
Coach Bee, so I know he had high expectations for
